DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action or the MPEP. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Manning et al., US 5,770,559. Manning discloses the solubilization of pharmaceuticals 
using a supercritical gas antisolvent such as carbon dioxide. The pharmaceutical is 
solubilized in an organic solvent in conjunction with an amphiphilic material which 
anticipates the claims one or more solutes dissolved in one or more solvents. This 
combination forms a complex having a continuous phase (note column 5, lines 4-13, a 
continuous liquid phase is formed). Regarding the spray processes, see column 12, 
lines 43+. The particle sizes are disclosed in column 13, lines 50-60. The medicinal 
agents are disclosed in column 5, lines 40+. The organic solvents are disclosed in 
column 7, lines 1+.
